SEEK MAN WHO CRIED “FIRE” 


Predicted He Will Get Away; 
Stories of Heroic but Futile 
Efforts to Save Lives. 


INQUEST WILL BE HELD TODAY 


Calumet, Mich., Dec. 25.—[{Special.]J—A 
great massmeeting of Calumet citizens was 
held today to devise ways and means to take 
care of the seventy-two panic victims whose 
lives were snuffed out yesterday at a local 
hall when some man gave a false alarm of 
fire at a Christmas celebration. 

Steps also were taken to ameliorate the 
sufferings of those persons who lost chil- 
dren, mothers, fathers, or brothers and sis- 
ters. | 

A committee of twelve was appointed to 
visit each individual home of the bereaved 
families and ascertain what financial assist- 
ance is necessary. Unlimited funds are as- 
sured and no outside aid will be necessary. 


No Outside Help Needed. 

“With the kindest feeling for those who 
offered it, we ask no outside help,’’ the reso- 
lutions of sympathy adopted state. ‘‘ These 
are our own people, and this is our sacred 
privilege to care for our dead and to comfort 
the living.” 

The strikers also met this afternoon and 
named a committee comprising representa- 
tives of the nationalities of the victims to 
call on the stricken relatives and learn their 
wishes regarding the funerals. This com- 
mittee will meet tomorrow morning to make 
arrangements for the services. 

Man Who Caused Panic Vanishes. 

The authorities have so far been unable 
to trace the man who went up the stairs of 
Italian hall and raised the cry of fire that 
led to the fearful crush in the narrow stair- 
way. There seems little hope that he will be 
apprehended. 

Another story of the alarm which brought 
about the panic was provided today by Matt 
Saari, a striker, who identified his boy among 
the dead. Saari said the cry of fire came 
from within the hall in a section occupied 
mostly by adults. i 

Still another story was told today by Mrs. 
John Meyers, whose observations tended to 
confirm Saari’s sté¥y. She said she saw a 
man with a boy in hisarmsrushing down the 
stairs. The boy’s cap was burning, she said, 
and in her opinion this spectacle inspired the 
cry which Saari said he heard. 

Despite these statements, the story of the 
man at the doorway who raised a false cry 
of fire will not down. Witnesses describe 
this man as being poorly dressed. He worea 
beard, | 

An inquest will be held tomorrow in an 
effort to detérmine the cause of the panic. 

A 14 yeat old girl who died this morning 
brought the list of dead up to seventy-two, 
All have now been identified. 
| Relate Stories of Heroism. 

Members of the fire department relate 
many instances of heroic attempts to rescue 
the panic stricken people in the ill fated hall. 
‘Patrick Ryan arrived on the scene a few 
minutes after the crush occurred. He esti- 
mated that there were about 100 persons 
piled on top of each other when he reached 
the entrance of the building. The pile of 
crushed and smothering humanity reached to 
about half the height of the stairway. They 
were wedged in so tightly it was impossible 
to extricate any from the foot of the stairs. 

A boy of about 6 caught hold of Ryan's 
hands and begged to be rescued. The fire- 
man succeeded in pulling the boy partly out, 
but he was unable to extricate the little fel- 
low’s. legs. The human mass kept pressing 
down and the boy soon expired. 


Impossible to Save Girl. 

A girl of 8 or 9 grasped the hands of Angélo 
Curto, another fireman, kissed them, and 
implored him to save her. He made heroic 
efforts to pull her out, but the crush was so 
great he was compelled to give up the at- 
tempt and she perished. 

Mrs. A. Niemela, one of the victims, was 
suffocated while standing up. John Burrill, 
a fireman who witnessed her death, took a 
6 months’ old infant from her arms and car- 
ried it to safety. | 

Leonard Willman, fireman, pushed his way 
into the stairway and took out a crying boy 
of 6 uninjured. Near him his mother and 
sister lay dead. His 7 year old brother was 
taken out later. An 11 year old boy rescued 
his brother of 9 by carrying him down a lad- 
der. There were other similar rescues, 


Relief Funds Are Started. 

Preparations to collect funds for the relief 
of the bereaved families began before the 
last body had been taken from the hall. Fif- 
teen hundred dollars was pledged in the 
neighboring city of Houghton before mid- 
night, and the committee was kept busy all 
day today receiving additional contributions, 
which have now reached $100,000. 

The declaration of President Moyer of the 
Western Federation of Miners that subscrip- 
tions from members of the Citizens’ alliance 
were not wanted had no effect on those be- 
longing to this organization.

New York Merchant Sounds 
Others, Who Expect Boom 
with Currency Settled. 


CALL NEW BILL HELPFUL. 


New York, Dec. 25.—[Special.]—That cur- 
rency legislation, now completed, is to be 
followed by an awakening of business is the 
opinion of representative manufacturers of 
the country. The presidents and chief offi- 
cers of more than 100 of the leading smaller 
manufacturing concerns, with plants rang- 
ing in value from $500,000 to $2,000,000, have 
written careful analyses of the condition of 
business as affected by currency, tariff, and 
other legislation. 

The correspondence was received by a New 
York dealer in manufacturing plants, and 
who has sought information to present to 
senatore and representatives. The letters 
were written just before the final passage 
of the currency bill. 

‘“‘Get currency legislation out of the way, 
pase a bill, however short of perfect, as soon 
as possible, and business will go ahead,” was 
the dominant note in practically every letter 
which mentioned the subject directly or in- 
directly. The larger number referred to it. 


Majority Approves New Bill. 

Of forty companies which discussed it di- 
rectly, thirty-eeight, or 95 per cent, approved 
of the bill itself as a helpful one despite the 
belief that it could be better. By some there 
was serious criticism. 

The present state of business varies widely. 
Basic industries, like steel and its manufac- 
tures, lumber and kindred industries, sugar, 
and rubber, feel the depression keenly. The 
building industries and those manufactures 
dependent on it are heavily affected. Other 
industries founded directly on baeic indus- 
tries feel a trade recession, not so heavy 
but still marked, as in clothing and shoe 
manufacturing. 

Beet sugar manufacturers in Colorado, 
California, and Utah say that they must go 
out of business. Several building material 
plants have shifted their production to plants 
established or newly erected abroad. 


Depression Is Not General. 

There is, however, an opposite side. The 
trade depression has by no means become so 
general that many important industries are 
not now enjoying prosperity. The larger 
number reporting good business are indus- 
trial specialties. 

But of fundamental importance Is the fact 
that the tremendous value of the big crops 
has brought prosperity to great industry and 
founded directly on the farm. 

Agricultural implement concerns reported 
excellent business, despite the placing of their 
product on the free list. 

Specialties like sewing machines, which 
went on the free list, firearms, stoves, soap, 
and salt have not been affected by the tariff 
changes, and report excellent business. 

The price of sewing machines has been 
advanced and no importations have been 
made. In talking machines there is a boom, 
due partly to the holidays. 


Some Merchants See Bad Business.

“Loan Shark” D. H. Tolman 
Tells Glynn He Will Also 
Go Out of Business. 


NEW PLEDGE BY HIS SON. 


New York, Dec. 25.—[Special.)—Extraor- 
dinary efforts are being made by Elmer B. 
Tolman, son of Daniel H. Tolman, the no- 
torious loan shark, to obtain a pardon for 
his father, who is now serving a sentence of 
six months’ imprisonment for extorting 
usurious interest. Tolman senior for many 
years was a money lender In Chicago and his 
activities spread to various parts of the 
country. . 

The younger Tolman’s first offer to Gov. 
Glynn was to burn $500,000 in notes if a 
pardon were granted. It waa found, how- 
ever, that there was a “ string ”’ to the offer 
and that Tolman reserved the right to sue on 
part of them. 


Will Surrender Notes and Quit. 

Today a new offer was made by B. F. 
Spellman, counsel for the Tolmans. It was 
to the effect that young Tolman would not 
only surrender the $500,000 in notes without 
reserve but that he would go out of business 
if a pardon were granted. 

Mr. Spellman said that the younger Tol- 
man was willing to meet any condition the 
attorney general might impose. In addition 
to surrendering the notes without reserve 
he is prepared to have the state’s attorney 
draw up the papers in the case, should those 
he had submitted fail to meet approval. 


Will Close Loan Offices,, 

Mr. Tolman Jr., moreover, engages to close 
as many of his places of business as possible 
by Jan. 1, and all of them by May 1, 1914. 

Should further evidence of good faith be 
desired the applicant would be willing to 
have the pardon made conditional upon the 
performance of all promises made. 

The notes in question affect 25,000 people, it 
is said, and most of them represent loans of 
about $20. This indebtedness would be can- 


celed in each instance. 
It is believed that many of the notes are 


signed by Chicagoans. 


EIREWORKS FACTORY IN ITALY

ROADS’ ATTITUDE 
MAY HELP HASTEN 
U. S. REGULATION 


Possible Future Supervision 
Seen in Compliant Replies 
to ‘‘Tribune’’ Query. 


PLEASES COMMERCE BOARD 


Lines More Likely to Get Freight 
Rate Increase Grant if Com- 
mission Has Hand. 


OTHER PRESIDENTS FAVOR PLAN 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—[Specia!.]— 
Federal regulation of the finances and op- 
eration of railroaas undoubtedly will be 
hastened by the compliant attitude of the 
officials of the big trunk lines as disclosed 
in the replies to the inquiry addressed to them 
by THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

With the interstate commerce commission 
supervising the financial policies of the ¢ar- 
riers, preventing the watering of stocks and 
the manipulation and diversion of profits, and 
also prescribing the service to be rendered 
to the public, the railroads will obtain more 
easily any increased freight rates to which 
they claim they are entitled. 

The members of the interstate commerce 
commission unanimously favor the extension 
of their authority to include supervision of 
operation and financing, and the question 
is obtruding itself upon the pending petition 
of the eastern roads for a 5 per cent advance 
of rates. 


Commerce Board to Quiz Roads. 
The commission now is preparing a series 
of questions to be propounded to these roads 
for the purpose of eliciting the facts regard- 
ing the watering of stocks and all the o 
unregulated evils of “ high finance” in 
| railroad world. 

The railroads contend that the prevailing 
rates do not furnish sufficient revenue for 
the proper upkeep and extension of their 
properties. The commission is endeavoring 
to ascertain whether stock watering and 
profligate financing are responsible for thig 
apparent low return and what the profits are 
on the actual investment. 

While the commission would not think of 
making a concession of advanced rates con- 
ditional on acceptance of increased govern- 
ment regulation by the railroads there is no 
doubt that the two propositions have a more 
direct bearing on each other than ever before, 


Will Get Slight Rate Increase. 

The prevailing impression in Washingten 
ig that the commission will grant an in- 
crease of rates even though the conditions 
reveal the need of strict government super- 
vision of finances and operation. But it is 
likely the railroads will not obtain all that 
they ask now, or in the future, until there is 
adequate assurance that their revenues will 
be used exclusively for transportation pur- 
poses. 

This situation is furthering tremendously 
the movement for the enlargement of the 
powers of the commission. Conversely ac- 
tion by congress at this session to provide 
for federal regulation of financing and opera- 
tion would give the carriers additional claims 
to more liberal treatment by the commis. 
sion. 


Passage of Law Would Be Slow. 

Whether congress could act, however, in 
time to influence the decision of the pending 
petition is doubtfal. There are several bills 
pending in the house and senate providing 
for government supervision of stock and bond 
issues and for regulation of service and early 
consideration has been promised the inter- 
state commerce commission, 

But under the most favorable circum- 
stances it would require several mdnths te 
enact a law of this character and the indicg- 
thons are that the commission will decide the 
rate question this winter. 

Commisaioner Clements, the only member 
of the rate regulating body in the city to- 
night, expressed great interest in the replies 
to the question propounded to the railroed 
officials by Tue TRIBUNE. 


Replies Gratifying to Clements. 

“The attitude of the railroad officials, ag 
reported in the replies to THe TRIBUNE’s 
questions,’”” Commissioner Clements said, 
** must be extremely gratifying to every stu- 
dent of railroad problems in this country. 

‘‘T have been preaching government super- 
vision of the issues of railroad stocks and 
bonds for many years. Such supervision 
would be the best thing that possibly could 
happen to the traveling public, to the ship- 
pers, the consumers, the investors in railroad 
securities, and to the railroad companies 
themselves. I believe that railroad officials 
are beginning to realize that it would be @ 
real advantage. 

“TI do not believe that such government 
supervision should reach to the details of 
financing. It should be of a general charac. 
ter, but including the right to determine the 
amount, purpose, and character of issues of 
securities. By such supervision the govern. 
ment could guarantee that every cent invest- 
ed in a railroad should be used for legitimate 
railroad purpose instead of being diverted to 
speculative and even worse purposes, as has 
occurred so frequently in the past. 

“I also believe in a general government 
supervision of railroad operation—not going 
| to the details of it, but only so far as is neces. 
sary to guarantee the safety of the traveling 
public.” 

Repeatedly Urged Supervision. 

In its annual reports the commission re- 
peatedly has urged legisiation giving the 
body a more comprehensive supervision of 
the carriers. Its latest and strongest gt- 
terance on the question is contained in the 
report on the New Haven railroad system 
last June.

On his way to the annual meeting and 
election of the Baggage and Parcel Drivers’ 
union No. 725, last night, H. L. Deike, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the union, was way- 
laid and shot by one of two men, both of 
whom escaped. He is in St. Anthony’s hos- 
pital and is expected to recover. 

While Deike was being treated a man went 
into the office of the physician, sat at a desk, 
and scribbled a note accusing a former union 
official and a man with office aspirations of 
responsibility for the shooting. He left with- 
out giving his name and the note was turned 
over to the Lawndale police for investigation. 


Says They Made Threats. 

“These men,” the note said, ‘ recently 
made threats that they would elect Daniel 
Gilbert, candidate for secretary and treas- 
urer of the local, at any cost. They hired 
men who did the job tonight. Deike ig a 
clean cut, honest union man.” 

At a late hour the police had mot succeeded 
in finding either of the men named in the note. 
Deike has held his office for seven years. 

Deike left his residence at 2250 Kirkland 
avenue éarly in the evening and walked to 
Ogden avenue to wait for a street car. Ac- 
cording to witnesses, the pair stepped up 
quickly from around the corner where they 
had been waiting for several minutes. One 
put his revolver almost against Deéeke’s 
chest and before the labo® man could cry out 
had pulled the trigger. Both ran down the 
street and disappeared, 


Runs to Doctor’s Office. 

The injured man clapped a hand to his 
left shoulder, gazed wildly around, and then 
ran to the office of Dr. Edward Holmes of 
38726 Ogden avenue, The physician stopped 
the flow of blood, and carried Deike down 
the stairs into his automobile and to the 
hospital. 

“It was dark as the two men stepped out 
of the doorway of the building, and I could 
not see their faces well,’ said Deike at the 
hospital. “‘ Each of them fired a shot and 
then ran away, followed by two other men 
who had crossed the street and were a short 
distance from me,”’ 


Life Had Been Threatened. 

The latter two men, the police suspect, may 
have been companions of those who sought 
the life of Deike. The latter recently told 
his wife that threats had been made against 
him to the effect that he would never be al- 
lowed to reach the meeting alive. He refused 
to discuss this point when questioned by the 
police. 

Meantime the union members were gather- 
ing in the hall over John Broderick’s saloon 
at 732 West Madison street. Word of the 
shooting had already reached there. The 
candidacy of -Gilbert ended abruptly and 
Deike was named unanimously for reélec- 
tion. 

“TI don’t know anything about it,” said 
one of the labor men. “I just know there 
was a little bad feeling. There always is 
against one or two of the officers.”’

SEEN IN PHILADELPHIA. 


‘Says Rest of Notorious “Pin Brigade” 


Got Off with Fines. 


“ Bill ” Gallagher, “ Big Bill,” old time ma- 
nipulator of ballot boxes and juries, is free, 
notwithstanding he is due to serve a peni- 
tentiary sentence in Illinois. He was con- 
victed a dozen years ago for his share in the 
celebrated “‘pin brigade” jury fixing case 
in which the Union Traction company was 
being prosecuted before Justice of the Peace 
George H. Woods for violating transfer 
regulations in which residents of Austin were 
concerned. Attorneys for the traction com- 
pany desired a verdict in their favor and 
Gallagher wae sent into the highways to 
gee that the “right” sort of jurors were 
summoned. — 

Of late a story has been persistently circu- 
lated that Gallagher had died in the east, but 
this is not credited. 


Indicted for Conspiracy. 

Gallagher and a coterie, embracing a firm 
of lawyers and others, were indicted for 
conspiracy to perform an illegal act and there 
was a bunch of convictions. That was in 1902. 
The exposé followed a story rold by Herman 
M. Greene, a former gambler, who had been 
approached by Gallagher to sit on the jury 
in the transfer cases before Justice Woods. 
Something went wrong between Gallagher 
and Greene, known familiarly as ‘* Doc," 
and the latter carried his information to Wil- 
liam Kent, then a Chicago alderman and 
now a resident of California, 

The net result was a’ grist of indictments 
and subsequent convictions, the defendants 
embracing Attorney Patrick H. O’Donnell 
and his then law partner, James T. Brady; 
Gallagher, John O’Donnell, brother of Pat- 
rick H., and known as the “ milkman’”’; 
Cyrus S. Simon, who was connected with the 
claims department of the Union Traction 
company; Hammond T, Lawrence and Her- 
bert Rothery, the latter jurors. serving in the 
‘pin brigade.’’ This crowd gained the name 
of ‘“‘ pin brigade” by reason of its members 
being identified as “O. K.”’ by sticking pins 
in their coat lapels. Gallagher attended to 
the “ labeling.”’ 


Traction Men Embarrassed. | 

The prosecution under. the indictments 
brought forth™ many sensational charges. 
Lawyers high in the affairs of the Union 
Traction company had their troubles con- 
vincing State’s Attorney Deneen and As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Barnes that they 
were ignorant of the alleged conspiracy 
charged against Attorneys O’Donnell and 
Brady, Gallagher, and the others. 

The jury in Judge Brentano’s court found 
them guilty, Gallagher alone getting a prison 
sentence. He since has evaded service. Pat- 
rock H. O’Donnell and Brady, representing 
the street car company in the traction trans- 
fer suits, were fined $2,000 each, as also was 
Simon, while John O’ Donnell, recognized asa 
simple tool or messenger, was fined $500, and 
Jurors Lawrence and Rothery were fined 
$200 each. 


Served Term in Joliet. 

Galmgher in an earlier day had served a 
term in the Joliet prison for ballot box stuff- 
ing at the same time Joseph Chesterfield 
Mackin received his sentence for the same 
offense in 1854. 

When Gatllaghér’s én brigade conviction 
reached the United States Supreme court 
there was not a dollar forthcoming in his 
behalf to perfect the record and the appeal 
was dismissed there. This, in spite of the 
fact that thousands of dollars had been 
poured into the defense of the case. So, with 
a prison sentence facing him and piqued be- 
cause the case of Attorney O’Donnell was 
thrown out of court under habeas corpus 
proceedings brought in Judge Elbridge 
Hanecy’s court, Gallagher left Chicago “ be- 
tween two days” and went to New York, 
forfeiting bonds supplied by his wife and the 
late Dennid Kavanaugh, saloon keeper. 


His Whereabouts Known. 

No secret waa made of Gallagher's presence 
in New York, where he frequented resorts 
patronized by former Chicagoans and visi- 
tors from this eity. Seenin Philadelphia two 
years ago, he said his presence in New York 
was known to Jllinois authorities. 

“Why should I return to Chicago?” he 
asked. ‘‘ Some of the men convicted with me 
paid their fines and others gained freedom 
through writs. I was ‘the goat’ and the 
only onein therowd to get a prison sentence. 
The sympathy \s with me, I tell you.”

Stevenson, wife of former Vice President 
Stevenson, died at 7:25 this evening. She 
had been ill for several months. 

Mrs. Stevenson was 70 years old and is 
survived by her husband and three children, 
Lewis G. Stevenson, president of the Illinois 
state board of pardons; Mrs. Martin D, Har- 
din of 225 South Ashland boulevard, Chicago, 
and Miss Letitia Stevenson, who is living 
at home. 

Mrs. Stevenson was elected president gen- 
eral of the Daughters vi the American Revo- 
lution four times, and had recently pub- 
lished a history of that organization.

There was no silence rule, no red tape, no 
lockstep. 


Band at the Bridewell. 

At the house of correction the Chicago 
band, under the direction of William Weil, 
played for 2,000 inmates in the new cellhouse, 
after the big Christmas spread had disap- 
peared. Bert Brown and Sayde Pearl were 
among the entertainers provided by John L. 
Whitman, superintendent. 

One hundred and twenty boys at the John 
Worthy school also knew it was Christmas, 
for Mrs. Julius Rosenwald and Mrs. Nellie 
Fabyan distributed candy and crackerjack. 

The joyful spirit found its way even into 
the humblest bed at the County hospital. A 


Majority of the 1,575 patients were able to 


enjoy turkey and chicken, and those who 
could not were given their fill of steaming 
chicken broth. 


Asks for Just a Smell. — 

“If I could just smell one o’ them turks 
as it comes out o’ the oven, all brown and 
nice, and the gravy just oozin’ out, why, I 
think I'd be real happy,’’ whispered a with- 
ered old woman to a nurse.

Parcel Post Sacks Too Heavy to Shou!- 
der, So Pushmobiles and Baby Car- 
riages Are Used. 


Chicago mail carriers spent a busy Christ- 
mas. dey, although only a single residence 
delivery was made. On the one trip, how- 
ever, the postmen were overloaded. Some

MAKE PEACE PLEA 


Picture Results if European 
Nations Could Dismiss 
Fear of Enemies. 


NOTE SUFFRAGE STRIFE.. 


Dean of Durham Declares “‘Brit- 
ain Must Awaken to Peri] 
of Civil War.”’ 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO sTRIBUNB. ] 

LONDON, Dec, 25.—The Christmas ser- 
mons preached today by the most prominent 
churchmen were .of an unwonted political 
complexion. The doctrine of “ Peace on 
earth "' seems to have suggested to them the 
advisability of talking of the subject of mil- 
itarism, bloated armaments, and the danger 
of civil war in Ireland. They all spoke of 
these subjects in a nonpartisan manner. 

Dr. Inge, the dean of St: Paul's, referring 
to militarism, said it was not a negation of 
the gospel.of peace. 

“Modern Europeans,” he said, “‘ are not a 
warlike people. The true fighting man trusts 
to his own right arm to defend himself whep 
the time comes. It is the old, rich, and 
timorous nations which guard themselves 
laboriously against enemies of which there 
is not a sign in Europe today. 

‘* Europe is like a street of tradesmen who 
pay half their incomes for burglary in- 
surance against each other, This is absurd 
and a bad business practice, but there is 
nothing especiaily unchristian, about it.” 


Pictures Possible European Peace, 

The bishop of. London, Dr. Ingram, pic- 
tured what peace there would be on earth if 
Great Britain, Germany, France, Italy, and 
Spain were actuated by “‘ the single idea of 
learning from one another how best to serve 
God wtihout a thought of jealousy or desire 
to increase their territories.” 

“The peace of nations would result in the 
peace of the classes,” the bishop said. 
“There would be an agreement about the 
percentage of profit due to labor and that 
due to brains and capital. There would be 
peace between mén and wémen who are now 
at war to a certain ¢xtent' owing to the fact 
that someof the women aré embittered by 
the acquisition of “knowledge about matters 
of which they were ignorant and believe that 
they are entitled to do evil that good ma 
come forth.’’ 

Dr. Henson, déan of Durham, said in the 
course of his sermon: oa 

‘We are drifting toward civil war in Ire- 
and, and unless pacific action Is taken speed- 
ly we shall be actually confronted with the 
crowning calamity. 

Declares Peril Is Real. 

Dr. Henson said he feared that people in 
England are not taking this peril seriously.
